Dkkkctivx  Drain  volt. —  Th*  Sanitarian 
contains  the  most  important  pap<r  on  this 
subject  ever  brought  before  Hie  American 
public.  Indeed  it  is  the  first  the  subject 
of  defective  draiusge,  iu  its  terribly  mortal 
effects  to  l  he  people  of  New  York  and 
Hrooklyu,  particularly,  has  been  authorita¬ 
tively  presented.

As  a  mat 
ter  ol  com  it  would  I*  a  system  of  w  ater- 
closcts;  i  -y >kui  ol  priviea.  file  town  was 
thoroughly  aroused.  The  Board  nfflealth, 
u  ider  the  law  as  it  now  Mauds,  is  a  mere 
erection  oi  straw,  made  up,  as  a  general 
rule,  of  c  >rner  grocery  men.  I  went  bu 
fore  that  board,  and  1  am  happy  tw  aay  the 
result  wss  most  gratifying.

— We  stated, 
says  OaJig’utni'e  Hfeternger,  a  short  time 
ago  that  a  Belgian  peasant  had  made  the 
extraordinary  discovery  that  earth,  coal 
and  aoda,  mixed  up  together,  would  burn 
a i  Well  and  bettor  tliau  any  other  combust¬ 
ible,  aud  the  fact  has  since  then  I  wen 
proved  li.-yond  a  doubt.  Tiie  way  in 
which  b«  found  this  out  is  curious.  He 
had  been  scraping  the  floor  of  his  cellar 
with  asfeovcl  in  order  to  bring  all  the  bits 
of  final  lying  about  into  a  head,  which, 
mixed  as  it  was  f  UB'rarth  and  other  impu 
liti**.  lie  put  Into  ffis  stove.  To  lib  a ffinf- 
isbnumt  lie  found  tlffit  this  aeffi.lentsl  cWr- 
pound  burnt  better  Instead  of  worse  than 
he  expwted.  and  emitted  much  greater 
heat.  Being  an  intelligent  man,  he  en¬ 
deavored  to  discover  the  cause,  and  found 
that  a  great  deal  of  soda,  probably  the 
remnant  of  the  last  wash,  lay  about  on  the 
floor  of  the  cellar,  and  that  some  of  it  must 
have  got  into  his  heap.  He  then  mad*  a 
few  experiments,  and  at  length  improved 
kia  compound  sufficiently  t»  render  it  prac¬ 
tical.  The  publicity  given  in  Belgium  to 
this  discovery  caused  trials  to  l/e  made 
every  wlmfr,  and  it  has  now  I  wen  ascertain¬ 
ed  that  three  parts  ol  earth  and  ouc  of 
cosl-dnst  watered  with  a  concentrated 
solution  of  soda,  will  burn  well  and  emit 
great  lie  it.  Many  Parisian  papers  talked 
of  it,  but  only  one,  the  MantUar.  went  so 
far  as  to  make  the  experiment  at  Its  nrint- 
*■«  office.  A  certain  quantity  of  friable 
and  sliuhtly  sandy  earth  wj*  mixed  With 
theqmntnm  of  coal-dust  prrscrilwd  ;  th* 
two  ingredieuta  were  wall  Incorporated 
with  each  each  other,  and  then  made  into 
a  paste  with  the  solution  *b<>ve-mcniioned. 
The  fire  plare  of  one  of  the  Ixiilers  kad 
previously  Iwen  lighted  with  coal,  and  the 
fire  w kept  up  with  ahotelfuU  of  the 
mixture.  The  latter,  ia  a  few  s-cuurls,  waa 
transformed  into  a  dry  bsow*  crust,  which 
•oon  after  Iwrame  rcl  hot.  ami  then  hunit 
hriglitly.  I  nit  without  being  yrtj  rapidly 
consumed.  The  fact  of  the  com  bust*  >n  la 
therefore  well  aaeertal aed  ;  but  Lwfoea  the 
system  ran  tw  univ  eraatty  adopted  tksrv
